Teen-aged 'Heach 
scabs Swede school 

STOCKHOLM - Students in a Swedish junior high school 
attended class last Saturday as usual, even though their 
regular teacher was among the 20,000 locked out by the 
Swedish Government. 

The school day was the third since the tcachcrlcss 
classes selected their best students to take over for the 
emergency. The French class was under the supervision of 15- 
year-old Brilt-Moric Andcrsson. 

Spoiccsnien for the locl<cd-out union concede that Britt> 
Marie and the other acting instructors have been more 
successful than expected in keeping classes going, but they 
predict chaos when the novelty wears off. 

In Britt-Maric's school, only half of the teachers have 
been locked out — the others belong to a rival group which 
has declared itself neutral. This means that its teachers will 
do nothing beyond their normal work. The regular teacher 
across the hall from Britt-Maric's room would not even give 
her advice. 

With no negotiations In sight, the National Students 
Organization has appealed to both sides to rrlcni. 

Several of Britt-Marie's students, iiowcvcr, would like the 
lockout to continue. 

"She's a much better teacher than our regular teacher," 
one of them said.

Student suicide rute high 

"The suicide rate among university students is more than twice as high as the rale 
among non-studenis of the same age," Dr. C. J. Schwarz, UBC psychiatrist, said recently. 



A report in the Moderator, a 
magazine written for student 
leaders, said that one thousand 
students commit suicide each 
year and another nine thousand 
probably attempt it. Approxima- 
tely six million students enrol at 
university each year. 

The magazine maintains that 
the "pressure cooker" emotional 
atmosphere on campus, due In 
part to academic pressures and 
concern about entering graduate 
school, is a possible reason. 

Although academic failure docs 
not necessarily mean a total lack 
of Job opportunities, competition 
can be very harsh. Some stu- 
dents, who were important 
figures in high school, find thcm> 
selves in a situation where many 
arc their intellectual and social 
superiors. For the emotionally in- 
secure, this can be a traumatic 
experience. 

These suicide studies arc likely 
to raise questions about permit- 
ting students greater personal 
and social freedom. Permissive- 
ness Is likely to expose the least 
stable students to serious prob- 
lems. Greater freedom can lead 
to a decline in grades which in 
turn causes academic pressure. 

The result of disappointing 
emotional or sexual experiences 
can be disastrous for some stu- 
dents. Although such students 
may be in the minority they still 
constitute a fairly Jarge number.

"If these suggestions are adopt- 
ed, they will result in a sim- 
plified application form, a great- 
er degree of flexibility in assess- 
ing need, and an Improved loan 
plan." 



Increasing e x p c rimentatlon 
with drugs or narcotics is a se- 
rious factor. Dr. G. Blaine Jr., 
chief of psychiatry of Harvard's 
University Health Services has 
written that even a single dose 
of such psychedelic drugs as 
LSD may result In recurring epi- 
sodes of psychosis, possibly lead- 
ing to depression and suicidal or 
homicidal tendencies. Even ex- 
cessive use of sleeping pills or 
pep pills can have adverse effects. 



Dr. Blaine also said however, 
that those from twelve to seven- 
teen seldom act on these impulses 
and that the college student who 
commits suicide usually suffers 
from serious mental illness. 

The suicide survey shows that 
more effective mental health 
services are necessary at univer- 
sities. 

The suicides, tragic as they 
arc, serve as a warning signal 
and should not be the cause of 
panic or sensationalism.

...on the River Kwai 

Three former officers in the Canadian 
Army recently confirmed the Der Spiegel 
story about two German sailors who were 
executed in a Canadian POW Camp after 
VE-Day, for collaborating with the Dutch 
underground. Maj. Dennis Pierce, Camp 
Commandant, disclosed that he had provid- 
ed the weapons, that his second-in-com- 
mand hod attended the executions, that the 
executions had been authorized by Brig. M.P. 
Bogert, and that he had felt unable to inter- 
vene because Germans were responsible 
for discipline. 

During questioning in the Commons, 
Defence Minister Hellyer gave the Army's 
rationale; that no illegalities had been in- 



volved, and that due justice had been done 
because a German Court Martial hod made 
the decision. 

During the war, the Allies had done 
their best to encourage desertion among 
German troops. Yet, in a tradition true to 
The Bridge on the River Kwai, our officers 
discovered they had more in common with 
the demoralized Nazi officer corps than with 
those who had deserted the German war 
effort. 

Executions of German traitors were not 
uncommon in Allied POW Camps. Nor were 
they the only paradoxes of the immediate 
post-war period. The British, while pledged 
to the demilitarization of Germans, enforced 
strict Prussian discipline on German soldiers 



after the war. This was legal because no 
peace treaty had been signed. 

Nevertheless, we find our Army's be- 
havior immoral and callous and their legal 
exoneration just astounding.- We çan no 
more accept their legalistic reply than we 
could the "I only carried out orders" of Nazi 
war criminals. And we find Heliyer's state- 
ment little more than a cover-up and un- 
worthy of a Minister of the Crown. 

Last round-up? 

Manila is a hell of a place for a rodeo, 
but when you bring along your own cattle, 
or rather, steers, you can hog-tie them any- 
where you damn well please. 

For his highly representative Asian con- 
ference LBJ has corralled such docile beast- 
ies as South Viet Nam, South Korea, Thai- 
land and the Philippines. All of these have 
given some military support to US move- 
ments in Southeast Asia, and if they wont 
to perform with the Texan before they're led 
to slaughter, so much the better. 

Vegetarians and those who hold some 
hopes for peace will be happy to hear that 
some frequenters of the West's paistures have 
refused to be ridden for this shov/. SEATO 
nriember Pakistan and rabidly anti-Commu- 
nist Indonesia evidently still have an honest 
desire for peace. The same goes for dollar- 
oriented Japan. 

With three such ornery critters this con 
hardly be the last round-up.

A Serious Decision 

The Students' Council took a very serious decision to 
withhold membership fees in the Canadian Union of Students. 
Adding two delegates to its number, the Executive attended 
the recent CUS Congress and participated in its deliberations. 
On its return, the Executive passed a resolution in Council to 
postpone fees payment until the coming membership refe- 
rendum on campus. 

At the Congress, the McGill delegation lobbied against 
free education and the abolition of fees. This was extraordinary 
because McGill has been repeatedly identified with attempts 
at eliminating money as a criterion for university entrance 
and was unconditional because the Students' Council has 
passed several Important resolutions for free education and 
for the abolition of fees. 

The Executive also contravened the Constitution by their 
method of delegate selection. They added to their numbers 
two delegates without consultation or ratification from Council. 
This clearly violates the Conference Committee Report of 1965, 
designed precisely to prevent this sort of happening. 

Both these Constitutional violations are understandable. 
The Executive voted against free education because they 
subscribe to classical liberalism, or, in other words, Gold- 
walcritc conservatism. They did not consult the Council because 
they wished to have as members of McGIII's delegation people 
with the same views. 

Those who arc concerned about these violations of the 
Constitution have several constitutional methods of expressing 
their discontent. 

More serious, is the Executive's decision to withhold fees. 
Last year's Executive, more on the left' than on the right, chose 
to leave CUS for UGEQ after attending the CUS Congress. 
Some Executive members contemplated withholding fees. No 
further mention was made of this, however, because attend- 
ance at a Congress was seen to constitute in Itself an obli- 
gation and because the withholding of fees would set a bad 
precedent. 

The precedent would mean that any group with member- 
ship in a larger group could withhold financial obligations at 
will with the view to disrupting the democratically determined 
programs of the larger group. By this token. In Canada at 
large, French-Canadians and Conservatives could withhold 
their taxes because the federal government is dominated by 
English-Canadians and Liberals. 

It was admittedly easier for last year's Students' Society 
Executive to overcome any desire to withhold fees because 
McGill was an important force In CUS. However, the notion- of 
precedent remains. 

This year a number of graduate students contemplated 
withdrawing from the Students' Society. They felt strongly 
about the puerility of some members of the Executive. They 
could, have withheld their fees because graduates pay their

from Ottawa to Quebec City. 
In such a setting, it becomes 
sacrilegious for anyone to sug- 
gest that it is no less impor- 
tant to ask what Quebec can 
do for Canaila than what Can- 
ada can do for Quebec. 

Ah for Canada's économie 
relations with the United 
Stales, again the fashionable 
approach is to condemn Am- 
erican investment in Canada for 
seriously damaging the Cana- 
dian economy and posing a 
grave threat to Canadian Inde- 
pendence. It matters not what 
the hard facts show; nor tliut 
it is almost impossible to find 
a Canadian economist who will 
support the allegation of seri- 
ous economic harm; nor that 
Canadian political scientists 
have yet to explain how.' rapid 
economic growth promoted by 
U.S. investment will weaken 
Canada's capacity for survival 



and for a dynamic role in the 
world community. 

I have no wish, here, to make 
any firm statement on the im- 
pact of American investment 
on Canada; nor do I went my 
remarks to be construed as a 
blanket denial of the existence 
of any problems in this regard. 
My point is, rather, that the 
whole controversy over U.S. in- 
vestment has been inflated and 
distorted by a surplus of cri- 
ticism whose vigour is fully 
matched by its reliance on gen- 
eralizations for which the 
available evidence provides lit- 
tle or no support. I regret to 
say — - but it does need saying 
— that the McGill Daily edi- 
torial of October 1!) serves me- 
rely to odd another chapter to 
this sad story of non-enlighten- 
ment. 

Is it not time to begin mak- 
ing sure that when we launch 
an attack, wc do so not for 
the mere sake of criticism it- 
.xpif, but because we are able 
to demonstrate that our attacl< 
has real substance ? More im- 
portant, is it not time to bo- 
gin placing the major empha- 
sis where it belongs,—- on con- 
structive and co-operative ef- 
forts, lioth at home and abroad,
